NOMINATING COMMITTEE 2ULIS . 


The nominating committee shall consist of at least 7 members who shall 


be appointed by the president. The members shall be chosen on the basis: 
of the representation of all factional interests within the club. 


The chairman of the « xanating committee shall. serve on the committee 
the following year. If this is not possible another member of the 
committee shall be so appointed by the president. 


Nominating committee members are permitted to run for office but only 
upon petition from the membership. The committee cannot nominate 
themselves. 


All offices are to have two or more nominees, ivery effort shall be 
made to see that this rule is fulfilled. 


Nominations are to be announced at the November regular meeting. 
Nominations will be accepted from the floor at the November regular 
meeting after publication of the slate of nominess presented by the 
committee. 


Nominations after the November regular meeting must be made by written 
petition signed by at least 6 members. 


All nominations are closed by the 15th of November. 
A space shall be provided on the ballot for a write in vote. 


Nominees for each office shall be listed alphabetically by call on the 
ballot and on the published list. 


No information on nominees is to be given out prior to the November 
meeting. : 


Only members who have accepted nomination will be announced. All others 
are to be kept confidential. 


Only members who have previously indicated their willingness to run can 
be nominated for office. 


Absentee balloting is acceptable only by a signed statement of the 
absent member. 


The nominees names for President and Vice President shall be grouped to- 


gether on the nomination slate. Hach officer must be elected by a simple 
majority of those voting, eliminating the candidate with the lowest vote. 


Balloting must continue until a simple majority is reached. 


The Officer elected as dxecutive Secretary shali appoint one assisant to 
be known as Corresponding Secretary. The Corresponding Secretary office 
is to have ixecutive Committee status.

EDISON AWARD 


OWENSBORO, KY. -~ A call for nominations for the tenth annual Edison ff 
Radio Amateur Award for cutstanding public service has been issusd by > 
L. Berkley Davis, Chairman. a 
J 
"The 1961 Edison Radio Amateur Award will mark the tenth anniversary i 
of this program,” it was pointed out by Nr. Davis, Vice-President in charge 
of the General Electric Company's Electronic Components Division, sponsor 
of the award. ‘ 


In the pest decade we of General Electric have felt highly privileged 
to grant this award, together with many special citations, to scores of 
licensed radio amateurs who have devoted & good share of their Lives and 
often risked death, in serving their fellow men," lir. Davis said. 


The awards have been made in recognition of public service in hurri- 
canes, floods and other disaster sitvations; in training and educating 
youths in electronics; in helping servicemen and others overseas who 
otherwise could not have completed necessary, rapid communications; and 
for technical achievements. 


Nominations of radio amateurs who have performed public services in 
1961 musi postmarked no later than Jan. 3, 1962, and addressed to 
Secretary, Edison Radio Amateur Award Council, General Electric Company, 
Owensboro, Ky. 


Nominations may be submitted by any person or group of persons 
familiar with a public service performed by a radio amateur. Complete a) 
details of public services performed should be included to facilitate 

A "Guide for Preparing Nominations" will be sent to those 


Candidates mst hold valid amateur radio licenses issued by the 
Federal Communications Commission and must have performed the public 
service cited while in pursuit of their hobby. 


Nominations will be judged by an impartial panel consisting of: 
E. Roland Harriman, Chairman of the Board, American National Red Cross; 
Commissioner Rosel Hyde, Federal ‘Commnications Commission; and G. L. 
Dosland, President, American Radio Relay League. 


The princips] recipient will be selected on the dual basis of 
1) his personal saerifice and 2) the benefit of his public service to an 
individual or group. In past years the judges also have chosen other 
candidates to receive special citations for their meritorious service. 
Results will be announced late in January, 1962, and presentation of the 
award trophy and 3500 will be at a banquet in Washington, D.C., in 
February. 


‘The Edison Radio Amateur Award has become a coveted honor during 
the past ten years,” lr. Davis said. “We are proud that the award has 
been referred to as the Nobel Prize of amateur radio’.”

He said about 750,000 persons hold amateur radio licenses which are 
issued by the federal government to provide a ready reserve of technical 


manpower and to encourage the development of radio communications. 


Supporting the wisdom of this latter objective, lr. Davis said, 

is the fact that last year the award was shared by two radio amateurs 
who set @ long distance communications record under circumstances long 
believed to be impossible. They communicated regularly over a period of 
time between Hawaii and California, 2,500 miles, using ultra-high radio 
frequencies generally employed only for short distances. 


The accomplishment was widely hailed in electronics and communica- 
tion circles, and particularly drew the attention and interest of 
military commmications authorities.
